Aﬀts and Canons whereof gave occaſion to the preſent Controverſy,had 
not at laſt produced Letter pretended to have been written 7 King 
James 1. to a Member of the Convocation; which contradifts what 
1 have ſaid in relation t0 it , and which ſome perhaps may give 
Credit to, if it be not ſhewn that it deſerves none.

dom by an Hereditary Right, juſt in 
the ame manner and by the fame 


Tenure from himſelf, that other He- 
redi Kings hold by. God had 


«ab, and to. continue the Kingdom 
ro them, and that a peculiar Provi- 
dence ſhould watch over them, bur 
never that his Providence ſhould noe 
have the ſame Power over them, 
that it had over all other Kings ; and 
therefore we find that the Kingdom 
of —_— did not always cominue 
wi Interruption even in David's 
Line, which yer it muſt have done, 
if God's Promiſe had been ſo to be 
underſtood, 2s that it was not to be 
fubje& to the Contingencles that 0- 
ther Heredirary Kingdoms arc liable 
ro,” And upon this Account the Con- 
vocation propoſes the Kingdom of 
Fudah as © Patrern to other Kings 
doms, becauſe the Jews had God's 
Warrant and Dire&ton in ſuch Ca- 
ſes as papyen in other Kingdoms, 
whereas if their Proceedings were 
to be no example to others, the Con- 
vocation had argued from a wrong 
Principle, and their whole firſt Book 
had beento very little purpoſe. 

Bur granting that the Kingdom of 
Judab was by the Entail upon Devis 
Line exempred from the ordinary 
Laws of Providence, yet I ſhall ſhew, 
Firſt, that jr was not ſo exempred in 
the rime of 7oaſh. Secondly, - thar 
when God by bis revealed Will de- 
poſed the Kings of Fadab, he fo or- 
dered ir, that the Allegiance of the 
SubjeRs would have been transferred 
by human Laws and Juſtice, withour 
a Revelarion. 

Firſt, Tho the Kingdom of Judah 

_ had 
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had beenjat firſt exempted from the 
<ommon Laws of Providence, yer ic 
could nor be ſo exempred in the time 
of Foaſh. For the Promiſe ro Davids 
Houſe was conditional, and upon ſup- 
poſicton, that his Children kept 
Gods Covenant and Teſtimony Pſ. 132. 
12. And when the Kings of Zudah 
had by their Tranſgreſſions forfeited 
all that Right, which God had made 
over to them by Promiſe, they could 
no longer have any pretence to that 
exemption, but there is no Reaſon 
rorhink, but that his Poſterity mighr 
have falla from their Right by any 
way, which other Kings may, For 
the promiſe being conditional, If 
God by his Providence conveys away 
the Right to other Kingdoms, and 
inveſts all thoſe with bis Authority, 
who are poſſeſſed of the Sovercign 
Puwtr in other Nations, the Jews 
muſt have concluded in the Caſe of 
Foaſh and Athaliah, that fince the 
Houſe of David had not performed 
the Conditions expreſly annexed to 
the Promiſe, God had taken the for- 
teirure of the Kingdom of Zudah, and 
had by his Providence diſpoſed of ir 
ſo as to ſect up another in the Room 
of the Right Heir. For a condirio- 
nal Promiſe, can oblige no longer, 
than the Conditions are performed 
by them, to whom it is made, and 
therefore there could be no need of 
a new Revelation to take away the 
Kingdom from Dauid's Line, fince 
the Conditjons upon which the King- 
dom was entailed, were notoriouſly 
violated by ſo many of the Kings of 
Zudab, particularly by Solomon the 
Arſt Succeſſor, who, tho. God had 
repeated. to him the conditions of 
his Promiſe made to'his Father Da-+ 
vid, provoked God to that Degree 
that Ten Tribes were taken away 
from his Son, and Separated from 
the Kingdom of Judah z and by Aba- 
ah the Father if rus, who walk- 
ed in the way of the Houſe of Ahab. 
The Kings of 7xdab -theretore not 


obſerving the Terms, which were 
enjoyned them ar the making the en- 
rail, bur cranſgreſſing that Covenant 
which God made wkh David, upon 
which the Throne of bis Kingdom 
was eſtabliſhed, 2 Chron. 9. 17, 18. 
God could be no longer bound ro 
continue the entail in Performance 
of his Promiſe or Covenant, bur 
that Kingdom muſt be afterwards in 
the ſame State, with all other King- 
doms, and there could be no Reaſon 
why God ſhould nor-diſpoſe of ir, in 
the ſame manner, that he diſpoſes 
of any other. 

Secondly, When God by his revea- 
led Will depoſed the Kings of Zudab 
he ſo ordered ir, that the Allegiance 
of the Subje&s would have been 
transferred by Human Law and Fuft- 
ice wkhourt any Revelation. | or at 
laſt when the Sceprer departed from 
David, tho not from 7adzh, tho the 
Kingdom was not taken from the 
Houſe of David but by Revelation, 
yet it was taken away in ſuch a man- 
ner, as.to make no breach upon the 
Rights of Kings over their Subje&s, 
but to transfer their Allegiance accor- 
ding to the ways of Right and Juftice 


-amongſt men,for God had comman. 


ded the Kings of - Zudab to: ſubmir 
themſelves to. Nebuchadnezgar, and 
accordingly . Zehaiakim became his Ser- 
vant three years. and afterwards when 
he came againſt the City, Fehoiagim 
went out ro him, He and bis Mother, 
and bis Servants and bu Princes, and 
his Officers, * 2 Kings, 24, 12, and' 
ſubmitted ro him in the moſt ſolemn 
manner imaginable, and - therefore 
the Subjc&ts Caſe was juſt: the ſame, 
that it is, when there is no Revela- 
tion, but only che Providence of God 
to transfer Allegiance : For ifa King 
become Servant to the Conquerour, 
if he and his Servants, and his Prin- 
ces, and his Officers, all that have 
Right or Authority in the Govern- 
meat are carried away Captive, and 
ſubmit and bind themſelves by Oaths-

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to the Canquerour, as the Kings of 
Judah did Exth. 37. 16. there is no 
doubt bur the Subje&ts may follow 
their Kings Example, and become 
Subje&s to the Conquerour, as well as 
he, and cannot be obliged to reſerve 
their Allegiance ro him, by vertuc 
of that Righr, which he has now re- 
ſigned : For when a King has re- 
ſigned his Crown, whether ir be by 
God's Appointment, or upon ſome 
other Account, he has reſigned his 
Right to the Subjetts Allegiance, and 
they are then art liberty co (ubmir 
to another Prince. And ir is a good 
Evidence, that the 'Allegiance of 
Subje&s tis nor rransferr'd by Provi- 
dence withour the. Reſignation or 
Death of the Rightful King, becauſe 
It was not otherwiſe transferred by 
Revelation, 

Ob. The Iſraclites had been 18 years 
in ſubjeftion to the Moabltes, as they 
bad been a little before 8 years to the 
Aramites, and they brew that it was 


not lawſul for them of themſelves to take, 


Arms againſt the Kings whoſe Subjefis 
they were, tho indeed they were Tyrants : 
And therefore they cryed | unto the 
Lord for Succour. Yet both theſe 
Nations could have no - other Au- 
thority over them, but what was ob- 
tained by Conqueſt and a thorough 
Settlement. 

I anſwer firſt, the Scripture ſays, 
the Anger of the Lord was hit againſt 
Iſrael, and be ſold them into the band 
of Chuſhan-riſhathalim; 7udg, 3. 8» 
and v. 12. The. Children. of Iſracl 
did tvil again in the fight of the Lord : 
and the Lord ſirengthned Eglon the 
King ,of Moab againſt Iſrael. From 
whence ir is probable, that God who 
governed the Iſraelites by a more 
than ordinary Providence, and made 
frequent Declarations of his Will to 
them, eſpecially in denouncing his 
Padgments, before any remarkable 
Puniſhment was inflited upan the 
whole Nation, to give them time for 
Repentance ; did gow diſcover to 


them, that the Aranites and Moz- 
bites were ſent by him to ſubdue 
them. For the Anger of the Lord was 
hat againſs Iſrael; and bt fold them 
3nto the hand of Chufhan-riſhathaim, 
and be ſtrengthened Eglon the King of 
Moab againſt Iſrael : But it this Judg- 
ment were not particularly foretold 
and denounced ; yer this they knew 
in general, that theſe Nations the 
Lord left to prove Iſrael by them, to 
_ whether they would hearken to 
the Commandments of the Lord, which 
be commanded thtir Fathers by the band 
of Moſes v. 1. and 4. And therefore 
when they were vanquiſhed and + 
were forced to ſeek their Preſerva- 
tion by ſubjeRing themſelves to their 
Enemies, they well knew that they 
had no Power nor Authority to op- 
poſe ſuch Kings, whom God for 
their fins, as he had before threat- 
ned, had ſet over them, bur they 
cryed unto the Lord, and he raiſed 
up 4 Deliverer for them, Secondly, 
the whole Nation was in ſubje&ion 
18 years ro the Moabites and 8 years 
to the Aramites, and when they had 
once yielded themſelves ap , and 
were become their Subje&s,no Right 
which 'any other Perſon had over 
them being | — thereby, they 
were obliged to keep their Oaths or 
other Engagements of Obedience to 
them, and were bound to pay all 
Durics of Allegiance to theſe Kings 
afrer they had owned them for theic 
Kings, tho they were Tyrants , that 
is, tho they governed them in a 
rigorous and tyrannical manner, For 
the conſent. of a Narfon may be the 
means of conveying a Right to a 
Prince in ſuch a Caſe, where no os 
ther has any precedent Right to theic 
Allegiance, tho there be no expreſs 
Warrant from God for their ſo do- 
ing: (© that there being at this time 
no King in Iſrael, there was no inju- 
ry done to any man, if the whole 
Nation ſubmitted to the Congueror, 
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0b5j. © Bur the Frws generally 
«both Pricſts and People were the 
« Subje&ts of Alexander -afrer his Au- 
« thority was ſetied amongſt them, as 
<« they had been before the Subje&s 
& of the Kings of Babylon and Perſoa : 
Tho ic appears from Hiſtory, char 
Darius was alive when 7ad4us made 
2 (urrender of 7eruſalem ro Alexan ler, 
or, if he had been dead, yer he bkfr 
Heirs behind him. 

Arſw. Firſt, the Convocation ob- 
ſerves, that when Alerandey ſent to 
Zadius to require him to ſubmit

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And it ought to be conſidered, how 
King Charles JI, could retatn any 
Right to his Kingdoms upoa this 
ſuppoſition z and yet he had an in- 
diſpucable Right, during his long 
Abſence, in che Judgment 'not oaly 
of all the Loyal Nobility and Cler- 
y and Gentry of that tyme, bur of 
our Parliaments and of the whole 
Nation ever fince his Return. 

VI We find in Scripcure. that 
when G»>d himſelf does diſpoſlz($ 
Kings of their Kingdoms, he doth 
not always develt chem of their Rigag 
bur reſeryes ir for them, and r&» 
ſtores them to the Poſſeſſion of It, 
again opon their Repencance. Thus, 
It was in the Caſe of N:buchadnergar, 
and Manaſſes, and ir is very reaſgy 
nable to believe that God doth ofceny 

uniſh Kings and Subjeds too, by. 
ucceſsful Rebellions, and. by Uſur-; 
ations upon che Regal Rights and 

rerogarives, without any intention 
to releaſe them from the mutual 
Obligarions of cheir reſpe&ive Du- 
ries to one another, - And if this hay, 
been the Caſe as che Scripture in- 
forms us ir has; if Reaſon cells us, 
that ſuch Caſes may be again , fince 


they are very agreeable to Gods Ju- 


ſtice, and Wiſdom, and Goodneſs 
in governiag,the World; then all 
that the Dr. hath ſaid for cransfer- 
ring the Allegiance of Subjetts, from 
the dispoſſeſſed King by Law to the 
P offeſſor of his Throne by Providence, 
falls ro the ground. 

And yet we ought to be very ſure 
before we venture © a@ up3n ſuch 
a Principle. For ic would be a migh. 
ty Temptation and Encouragement 
t> ambitious men, to be always ma- 
king dangerous Arreinpts upon the 
Rights' and Dominions of Princes, 
if they could be aſſured, that if once 
their Uſurpatrion proved fo p'oſpe- 
rous as to pur them Jaco a full. Poſ- 
ſcſlian, they ſhould ren b: ſecured 
in ir by a Qivine Right, and wauld 
be fo fair from any Ovliza:tons to 
make Reſticurion, that they would 
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be.bound;co ſtand by ir, and all the 
SubjsAs would be obliged. to main - 
rain and, defend cherh.. wich their 
Lives and, Fortunes: againſt che dif- 
poſiciecyi Prigce>n ics is: nor ro _ be 
magined,agage} confuſton > ir. would 
breed in this[World; if no-refſticuci- 
on were to be-mide of what. is. got- 
ren by Fraud aad;Rapinc'oncof Pri- 
vare Eſtages,buc all were'a Mans own 
chac he could bupgedand:keog,. Min 
would. cafily flatter chemſelvey, thar 
they: mighc fin ficft, and'rthen repeat 
& theic Jeiſucez if this -morditying 
part. of Repentance were but re- 
mitted ; -buc when they muſt reſtore 
all: again or: be damacd, they may 
perhaps thiak -fir to fir down con- 
teqced art firlk, And this Dodtrine

Bus ic may be (aid, that tho this 
Argument from ſucceſs. and a Tho- 
rough Seulement (houtd not hold 
g30q4n- alk Caſcs, yer ſuch, peculiar 
Cixcumſtances may -ſo netimes fall 
ou”, as: plainly. ſhew ir ro be God's 
doing, and command our Sub>miſſi- 
on and Obedience. Suppoſe a Vrince 
by a Serics of facal Miicacriages, and 
by a ſtrong infatuacion as 1t were 
from Gad upon«all his Counſels, 
underminecy his own Throne, and in 
a ſhare Reign loſes the Hearcs of a 
Nation at firſt wholly devorzd to 
his ſervice , ſuppoſe he ali:natzs the 
aff:&ions of his grearelt Dependents 
and Favorites, and that the Body of 
his People:. revolt from him, and 
that all Orlers and Degrees of men 
conſpire to renounce him, and wirch- 
our. War or Bloodſhed ſer up aho- 
ther in his room, in whom all their 
remaining hop-s ace placed ; and 
wiole Arms are atrened by a fi. 
vourable and wonderful Provideace; 
ſupp ſe chac there is n» Human Pro- 
(pet of che former King's return at 
all, and cihac if 1c do return ic maſt 
bs co the ruia of che King loa and 
the 
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the overthrow. of the irge Religion; 
is not this a Scerlement (@ through- 
ly eſtabliſhed. that we muſt needs

ferred now it is brough

Gods Providence is now the ſame 
Evidence of his Pleaſure-to us, ther 
his Revelation was to thoſe of for- 
mer Ag:s3 and therefore, if when 
God had declared thar he did fend 
ſuch 'Calamiries as Judgmencs upon 
a Pcince, this was no Argumene to 
the People that they were releaſed 
from their Duty of Alleglance , ir 
can be no Argument to us now, tho 
'the Providence be never-(o ſignal 
and extraordinary. Secondly, We 
fee in the Spies before- ment}- 
oned, that what befel thoſe Princes 
was from God, and that he had diſe 
Poſſefled them of their Kingdoms , 
and yer their Right ſtill remained, 
King David was forced to fly in great 
haſt from his own Palace, he Icft 
His Capital Ciry and the Ark of God 
icſelf jo the Enemies Power , and 
when Shimes curſed him, 'he made 
this Refle&ion upon it, that God had 
bid him to do it, and to make the 
Judgment ſtill more ſignal, Abſalom 
went in unto bls Fathers Concubines in 
the ſoght of all Iſrael, which was dire&- 
ly the falfilling of thar Judgment, 
which Nathan had popheſied, ſhould 
come upon him: yet his Subje&s 
all the while could be excuſed from 
no Duty of Allegiance to him, bur 
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were as much obliged to all inſtan- 
ces of ir, as if he had been ſtill ar Pe- 
ru{elem and'apon the& Throne : tho 
Abſalow's Followers interpreted it 0- 
therwiſe,” as has been before obſcr-

ble them, and rhen to reſtore them 
ro-ctheir Thrones, And his Caonng 
with Nebuchadnezzar is moſt of all 
A in this marrer, _— 
the Judgment npon him was purpoſe- 
ly defigned” to the' intent that the 1i- 
ving may bnow that the moſt bigh Yu- 
leth in the Kjnzdom of men, and giotth 
it to whomſoever be will, and ſuttth 
up over it the baſeſt of men, Dat.

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an Example ely ſet for the 
A irion of 1 niger ro acquaint 
the World that God raiſes them up, 
and depoſes them as he pleaſes; we 
may from hence coaclude char cho-they 
be diſpoſi:fled by his Appoinemenr 
whether ſecret or expreſs, yet we 
can have no certainty that has 
utterly rejeRed them ; bur rather 
that upon their Repencance, he will 
again reſtore them to the Enjaymenc 
their Dominions, which they have 
ſtill a Righr co, againſt any Uſurper 
or P of them. Thirdly, 
What Da ſoever Religion may 
ſcem to be in, yer ir is minifeſt char 
throughout all Ages of the Church, 
Religion never flouciſhed more than 
in cimes of Perſecution ; and Relig. 
on itſelf forbidding us to defend fr 
by any Difloyalrty, if by any ſuch un- 
ſeaſonable and unwarrantable means 
Subjets undertake the Preſervation 
of Religion, they may expeR for 
their Reward no berrer cha® @#tz:1)'s 
Fate, who pw forth his hand to tfup- 
re the Ark of God, when he ſaw 
ſhaking, avd like to fall. G2d- can 
preſerve it wichout our help againſt 
all the Power and Stratagems of the 
— Kjngs, or he can turn the 
carts of Kings, and of Enemies make 
them become its Defenders. Sohe 
ruracd the hearrs of Nebuchadaerzer 
and Monaſſes, and there is no Rea- 
ſon to ſuſpect, that God will nor 
grant Princes ſpace for Repenrance, 
now he rules the World by his Pro- 
vidence, as he did in thoſe Ages of 
Prophecy and Revelation. 

It may be alledged rhar where 
there ts an expreſs Revelation, men 
muſt follow the dire&ions God - is 
pleaſed to give, and proceed no fur- 
ther chan he a nts: Bur when we 


have oaly his Providence to guide us, 
we mult not negieR ro make uſe of 
the preſcnt. occaſion, bur. muſt rake 
all che opporrunicies, which. Provi- 
dence puts into our hands, as ſo ma- 
py indications of what God cxpeRts 
and. requires of us. 
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I anſwer, this is 2 plein Argument 
thar' we ought not ro Make God's 
Providence the Rute of our Aﬀions, 
bur his Law: Becauſe this ple 
oy have 'miſled ho _— 

cs, contrary ro Gods an 
purpoſe in an"ſmmediarc Revelarion, 
2s well as it may now make witran(- 
Ore 
riprure, 2 1ws ingray 
rn I mean the Laws of Juſt- 
ice, and of Obedlence roy Goveraors, 
For from hence fr appears that his. 
Providence is not a ſufficient Inter. 
prerer of his Will, in what he re- 
quires of us; if it were they might 
have rely 'd apon it then, and fiace ic 
is not, we muſt not depend upon It 
now. Becuuſe the Scripture is our 
Guide as much as an \ſmmediare Re-. 
velerion was theirs, and we have as 
lictle warrant to follow Providence, 
withour a Revelation in Scripture 
for ir, as chey could have to followit, 
without an immediate Revelation. 
For as Prophecys and Revelations. 
are long ſince ceaſed, ſo we are no- 
where told rhat God's -Providenee 
ſhall be inſtead of them co us, bur 
the Sc:iprures are to us Inſtead of all 
other Revelations, and we are to in- 
rerpret God's WHI by his Providence 
no further than they dire& us to do.. 

And from the Scriptures we may 
be afſuced, that G54 by hks Provi- 
dence ofren offers men opparrunities 
of doing things, only for their Try». 
al, and when he gives them no licenſe 
to do them, If ever any circum- 
ſtances of Providence could juſtific 
an Aion otherwiſe finful, chey muſt 
have been thoſe, which David was. 
in, when Saul was twice at his mer. 
Cy : He was before by Gods appoint- 
ment anointed to ſueceed in the 
Throne, and Saul the firſt rime came 
unexpedtedly intro his Power, the- 
ſecond time a deep ſleep from: the 
Lord was: faln apon Sas and hfs. 
whole Army; God had promiſed 
Devid to deliver his Enemy into his. 
Hand, and David's Followers _ 

es. 
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times did not fail to put him in mind 
-of jt : $0 thatif Providence covld be 
at aftiy time a ſufficient warrant, Da- 
wid muſt have had as full'a Commiſh- 
on'tro have (lain Saul, #5 Abud had #0 
Kill Fgibny or Zeþu to KI Joram, and 
David muſt have concluded, that God 
who had before rejefFed Sau! from be- 
#rg King, had now aQually devefted 
him of all bis Authority, and accor- 
ding to his.

mine, That if any man. affirm , that 
having ſo ſworn he- might have done it, 
be . doth greatly err; they can mean no 
leſs in.che Canon than they expreſſed 
m the Chapter, That he 'might not law- 
fully 'violate -his Qath of true Allegiance 
to, Darius, "whilſt Darws lived, And 
E the 
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the Dotor doth not deny, rhat they 


approved of theſe words in the ſenſe in 
which Jaddws mean them ; and thar

ds after wards did, was by ani rmme-

God's Providence contrary to theſe 
Rules, - And whereas the Dottor ſays, 
that by what bounds the Paternal and Pa- 
triarchal Authority was limitted, we can- 
not tell : I can ſee vo Reaſon to make 
any (cruple or enquiry concerning that 
matcer , according to his Principles 3 
for Men always had juſt as much Au- 
choriey, as they could by any means at» 
tain co the exerciſe of; if they could 
enlarge cheir Dominions,, all they got 
by. fraud, or violence, or by any way 
whatſoever of Injuſtice, was the gitr 
of Providence; and if cheir Patriarchal 
Aurhority would not bear them our in 
ic, yer the Divine Authority, which up- 
on a full Poſſeſſion , rhey became in- 
veſted with, would never fail co. give 
chem an undoubred Right aud Title. 
If they could by any means deprive 
their Subje&s of all the Priviledges 
they cnjoyed, and take- from them all 
their Liberty and Property, and reduce 
them to the vileſt Slavery, they were 
by God himſelf ſettled in an Abſolute 
and Arbigrary Goyernment.

by a particular Nomination is a miſtake. 
For he nominated qe _ 
Cyrus as particularly, as he nominate 
Dawid himſelf. Nor is it true, that 
God entailed no other Kingdom, bur 
that of Judah; as the or ſeems 
here ro ſay. For as he entailed the 
Kingdom of Fudeh upon D:vid's Poſte- 
rity indefinitely, ſo he entailed the 
ſame Kingdom wich many others upon 
Nebuchadnexzar, and his Son, and his 
Sons Son, Fer. 27. 79 And God en- 
tailed the Kingdom of Iſrael firſt up» 
on Jeroboam and his Poſterity, pro- 
miſing him , that if he would beep bis 
Statutes and Commandments, as David 
did, be would be with him, and build him 
a ſare houſe, as he built for David, and 
would grue Iſrael unto him , -1 Kings 
It, 38. And afcerwards he entailedar 
upon 7ebu, and his Children of the fourth 
Generation, 2 Kings 10, 30. 


There - can be no doubr, but thar 
God ruled in all the other Kingdoms of 
the World, as well as in Jewry, and ail 
other Kings ruled by Gods Authority, as 
well 4s the Kings of Judah and Iſrael, 
who were advanced by bis command, And 
therefore God ſomerimes interpoſed 
his immediate Command, in the ad- 
vancement of Kings in other Kingdoms 
as well as in thoſe of Jadab and Ifraels 
and he entailed other Kingdoms, and 
mighe do ſo now, if he pleaſed : buc 
this is no argument, chat he will &o ir, 
nor thac we are now tc expet jr, ſince 
we are lefr to the guidance and pro« 
retion of his Providence in the ordi- 
nary courſe of things, and in our obe« 
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dience” to the Laws of that Conſtitu- 
tion of Government under which we 
live, which are to determin when the 
Authority of Sovereigns- ceaſcs, and 
the Allegiance of Subze&ts 3 and we 
are not to think their Power and Au» 
chority transferred, unleſs ic be rranſ- 
ferred legally, For God now Rules 
the World by no expreſs Commands, 


.. or extraordinary Declarations of his 


Will , but Governs every People, by 
the juſt Laws and Conſtirurions of their 
Country: and whatever happens con- 
rrary to theſe , he permits for good 
and wiſe Reaſons, known only to him- 
{elf, But SubjeRs are not to look up- 
on themſelves, as diſcharged from 
their Duty and Oaths of Allegiance,un- 
lefs the Laws themſelves, and the Na- 
rure of che Conſticurion diſcharge 
them : for we arenot ar liberty ro have 
recourſe to Providence for a Diſpenſa- 
tion or Releaſe from che moſt Solemn 
Obligations, that Nature and the Laws 
of the Land, and our own Oaths, and 
God himſelf by his Authority in his 
Vicegerents, by whom theſe Laws are 
enacted, lajes upon us. 


Bur it is ſaid, That it makes no dif- 
ference -in this caſe to diſtinguiſh between 
what God permits, and what he does ; 
for this diftinftion does mot relate to the 
events of things, but to the wickedneſs 
of Men; which is the only reaſon for this 
Diftinion z for the Scripture never 
ſpeaks of God's bare entiha of any e- 
vents, but makes him the Author ; Bru 
the good or evil, which bappens either to 
private Perſons or publich Societies. The 
events of all things are in bis Hands, 
and are ordered and diſpoſed by his Will 
and Counſel, as they muft be, if God go 
werns the World : but God cannot be the 
Author © of any wickedneſs, cannot inſpire 
Men with any wicked Counſels or De- 
ſigns, nor incline their Wills to the com- 
miſſion of it 3 and. therefore this we ſay, 
God only permits; but when it comes 10 


' private Men, -or 


Atim , he over-rules their wicked De- 
figns to accompliſh bis own Counſels an1 
Decrees ; either diſappoints what 
they intended, wn. gives: ſucceſs to them, © 
when he can ſerve the ends of bis Provi- 
dence by their wickedneſs : and herein 
conſiſts the unſearchable Wiſdom of Pre» 
vidence, that God brings about his own 
Counſels by the free Miniſtries of Men : 
He permits Men to do _wickedly, but all 
events, which are for the gaod-or evil of 
ich Societies, are 0r- 
dered by him, 'as the Prophet declares, A- 
mos 3. 6. Shall there be evil in a City 
and the Lord hath not done it ? 


1. F anſwer, There is no Reaſon, 
why we fhoukl Jiſlinguiſh in this caſe 
berween the Counlels and Deſigns of 
wicked Men ;. and their Actions 1n the 
execution of them 3 for God concurs, 
as much to the Phyſical Operations of 
the Mind in purpofing and conrtriving 
Evil; as he does to che corporal a&s 
in che bringing ic to effec: for the 
Mind 1s as httle capable of thinking as 
the Body is of moving withour Gud's .

I anſwer, that the flence cf Scrip- 
ture is no Argument, unleſs it can-be 
ſhewn that the Prophers ar the ſame 
rime that they reproved the People 
for their other Crimes, did not blame 
them- for ſubmicting co an Uſurper, 
while the Lawful King himſelf had 
not ſubmitted, nor was commanded by 
God ro fubmir, but had a Right to 
.their Allegiance, For in marters of 
Hitlory the Scriptures ofren give a 
bare Narrative, without any remark 
or cenſure ar all upon it- We read of 
Lot's Inceſt, and that both Noah and 
he were drunken: but no Man, I ſup- 
poſe, will conclude thar either Inceſt 
or Drunkenneſs is Lawfal, becauſe the 
Scripture relaces only the marrer of 
Fa&, and ſays nothing more of it: 
for they are Vices notorious enough 
in themſelves, and it was not the de-

1. He acknowledges that the Pro- 
pher Jeremy's Argumert is Prophecy, 
or an expreſs command from God to ſub- 
mt to the King of Babylon, which he. 
ſays, becauſe of the Bncail, that God. 
himſelf had made of the Kivgdom of 
Judah upon David's Poſterity , was 
neceſſary, though other Kingdoms 
which are governed only by God's 
Providence, ougkt ro ſubmit to any 
Cenquerour, or Invader in the ſame 
manrer, as the Jews did ro. Nebuchad- 
ne72ar, withour any Revelation to re- 
quire it of chem, or co-warrantthem 
in ſo doing, I ſhall not repeat whar 
has. been already ſaid in Anſwer to 
this; but ſhall conſider here only 
what he further urges, viz. That this 
Prophecy was, at the beginning of the 
four Mcrarchies, *and that the Prephe- 
cy of the four Monarchies is not yet at 
an end ;, for under the fourth Monarchy

And the Prophecy of Damel is only a 
PrediRion of what ſhould come to pals, 
and therefore. implics. no Auchority 
from God, as has been ſhewn before:

Wars, though very great things have 
been ſaid by ſome Authors 1n their 
Fraiſe upon that Acconne. Bur what- 
ever their Conqueſts, or their Uſurpati- 
ons were, their U(urpations could give 
them no Right, but were only an acci- 
dental means, whereby, afcer the Sub- 
miſſion, or Deceaſe of: thoſe in whom 
the Right was, they became inveſted 
with it. And if this be n6t cnough to: 
give a Legal Righr and Claim, there 
can be r.ofuch thing now inthe world :

To :juftifie the King, who- is ſup» 
poſed' to retain a Legal Right in 
oppoſition to the Divine, in his wa- 
ging (War for the regaining of his 
Throne from , him, who is in poſſeſh- 
on of it by a Divine Right, is plain- 


ly to maintain, that he may fight 


againſt God, and may infift upon the 
Validity of an human Claim, againft 
the Divine Will and Command ; it is 
to ſay, that God may diſpoſe of 
Kingdoms as he pleaſes, but the 
Rights introduced by human . Laws 
are till in force, notwithſtanding his 
diſpoſal. For though it be uncertain 
how long an Uſurper ſhall continue 
in the Throne, this alters not the 
Caſe, fince it is certain according to 
theſe- Principles, that how long or 
how ſhort a Time ſoever he is. in 
Poffeſhon, for all that time, he has 
God's Authority, Suppoſe then-it 
were certain that the Uſaurper were 
to be diſpolfefled at ſuch a Time, 
it would nevertheleſs be as unjuſt to 
raiſe War againſt him, till that time, 
as if he were'to remain in the 
Throne for his Life. For God may 
make Annual Kings, if he pleaſes, 
and yet their Authority will be as 
ſacred 
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; ſacred and inviolable,- as any-[Kings 
whatſoever :;. It would be no 'excule- 
for a Man, that ſhould affront my 
Lord Mayor, to ſay that his Lord- 
ſhip was almot out of his Office ; 
nor any excuſe to Domeſtick Rebels, 
or Foreign Ilavaders, tv alledge- that 
the King was fick. of a Mortal Di- 
ſeaſe 3 and yet thete is no difference 
in theſe Caſes, For a King placed 
in the Throne by God himſelf, and 
afting by his Authority, can have no 
Juſt Competitor, all the while he en- 
Joys it, be it a longer or a ſhorter 
Time.

But they cannot be ignorant, how 
. eaſily God can. defeat their Attempts,

_ are loſt, and Kings dethroned in . all 
Ages of the World ; and when they 
have Power in their hands, they are 
_ apt to promiſe themſelves Succeſs, 
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without the hopes of any: Authori- 
ty, but what - they can gain : by the 
Sword, And when 'they.are-informed, 
that if they - have but ſuccels, | God 
will give them a Right, which will 
oblige all the. Subjedts. in theit- De- 
fence againſt all appoſition, they, will 
be much more forward-and- defrous 
to try their Fortunes, and ſee what 
ſuccels they can - meet with; and 
Crowns will be looked ypon. by bold 
and aſpiring Men as .ſo; many.

ers believe. that God would proſper 
their - undertakings ; that they were 
doing, God's Work, and that he had 
ordained them Succeſs in their At-/ 
tempts: Or, if they ſhould not be ſo 
-Enthuſiaſtick, yet' this would be too 
great Encouragement to them, that 
.if God would permit them. to have 
that Succeſs, which ſo many others 
have- had- before them in as wicked 
Deſigns, he would be fure to crown 
it with his own Authority, 

But to what may be alledged of 


. this Dodtrin's being inconvenient, 


and dangerous to»Princes , he ſays 
that the contrary Dotrin is much more 
dangerons to Subjetts,- when ſuch Revo- 
lutiens bappen. But- beſide that- a Do» 
Arin, which is dangerous to Princes, 
can be no. ſecurity to Subjeas, this 
isnot to the Point: For it this Do- 
&rin promote Wars, and- occaſion 
frequent Revolutions, it will be of 
worſe Conſequence, though the other 
ſhould expoſe Subjefts to- greater 
dangers, under the Revolutions, which 
would more rarely happen, For Re- 
volutions cannot he brought about 


. without the Expence of much Trea- 


ſure, and the loſs of many Lives ; 
and it. were better for Subj<Qs to ſuf- 


.fer more, {© it were but ſeldom, than 


$0 be continually ſuffering, though 


not 
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not © altogether in ſo great a de- 
gree. : 

Bat the 0bjeFors do not think it a ſuf- 
ficient Confatation of the Dofrin of 
Non-reſiſt ance and Paſkve Obedience, 10 
ſay, That this. puts it into the King's 
Power to invade #he” Laws and Liberties, 
the Lives and Foriunes of bis Subjets at 
pleaſure. 

And the Reaſon why they think it no 
Confutation is, becauſe though Paſhve 
Obedience can give no abſolute. Secu- 
rity, yet it is more for the Good and 
Intereſt of the People than the con- 
trary Doftrin, For it is evident from 
all Experience, that Civil Wars ſpill 
more blood, and wafte more Trealure, 
and deſtroy more Liberty and Proper- 
ty, andare every way of worſe Conſe- 
quence to the SubjeRt, than the Reign 
of ' the worſt King can be. But the 
preſent Doftrin, which the Doftor 
maintains, brings Miſchiefs upon 
both King and People, which the 
contrary to it would prevent, and ſo 
is worſe than that in its Effe&s and 
Conſequences. There is no Dodtrin 
that can ſecure Kingdoms from all Dan- 
gers and Calamities ; but Paſfve 
Obedience is as effetual to that 
end, as' the State of Human Aﬀeairs 
will admit, aad the Divine Providence 
takes care of all extraordinary Caſes, 
And when it is proved that a DoArin 
is delivered in the Scriptures, and 
has been taught by the Catholick 
Church from the Apoſtles Times,, 
and is the beft-and moſt beneficial 
to Societies, that can-be taught, no 
good Man will diſpute the Truth of it, 
though great Inconveniences may 
ſometimes happen, which neither 
that nor any other Do@rin can pre- 
vent. 

But if the Doftiin of Paſſive Obe- 
dience ſhould expoſe Subj:&s to never 
ſo many and great Inconveniences , 
the Do@br's Notion muſt expoſe 
Men to the ſame , and much great- 
For Paſſive ' Obelience teaches

only, That Kings may not be reſiſted 
by theic Subjedts;' But the Dotor 


goes further, and muft fay, That if” 
Kings can once pet fully potſefſed of

But neither is the Ohjeftion concern- 
ing Humanand Legal Right,butDivine 

Right ; for the Conveyance of Autho- 
rity by God's Providence ſuppoſes a 
Right to”enjoy and exerciſe it, and 
thar Objetion is, That Pyrates and' 
Robbers. have as good a Right to 
their Booty, as an Uſurper's Right 
and Title can be to his Crown 3 and 
that the Divine Providence may as 
well be ſaid to diſpole of the Proper- 
ties of Subjedts, as 'of the authority: 
of Kings: For though an Inditment, 
may be brought againſt Robbers in 

Human Courts, yet by being in full 
Pofſeſhon, they may by the ſame 
Reaſon be ſaid to have a Divine Right 
to the Goods they have taken, and 
that they are not obliged in Conſci- 
ence to make Reftitution 5 by which;

What then can his Diftin- 
ftion between Human. and Legal Right 
and Authority ſignifie ? I cannot but 
think, notwithftanding this DiftiaCti- 
on, that a Purſe may rather be tranſ- 
ferred by Providence, than a Kingdom ; 
for a Purſe may be loft and found, as 
a Kingdom can hardly be: Yet if a 
Man ſhould find. a Purſe of Gold, I 
ſuppole it would be no Excuſe for him 
to- ſay--that Providence had given it 
him, if he ſhould refuſe to reſtore it 
to the right owner 3 though, in this 
Caſe, he came by it without any Fault 
of his, without any ExpeQation or 
Fore-light, it was his good Luck or 
*Fortune, or in other Words, it was 
the pure AR of Providence ; and if

That, which he obſerves of Atha-

And for this 
Reaſon. the- Doctor maintains, ar 
in all other Kingdoms it is unlawful for 
the SubjeAts, whoAive under the Uſur- 
per, to dilpoſleſs. him, in behalf of 
the Rightfal King, becauſe there is no 
Allegiance due to him, till he gets into 
Poſſeſhon : But in the Caſe of Faaſh 
he acknowledges it was otherwiſe, and 
the Convocationjuftifie the whole Pro- 
cels of that Aﬀtion; So that by the 
DoRor's own Principles in that Pecu- 
liar Caſe, where God himſelf had en- 
tailed the Bingen, they - might as 
well have depoſed, and lain her firſt, 
and then have ſet up Foaſh, if it had 
ben as conventent and eaſie to be 
done : But when the Right Heir had 
been fix Years concealed, it could not

For if 
God does not confer Sovereign Au- 
thorsty upon Uſurpers; if he does 
not remove Kings, and ſet up Kings 
againſt HumanLaws; if he limits his 
own Providence ſo as not to abſolve 
Subjefs from their Allegiance , du- 
ring their Rightful King's Life, then 
it is in vain to ſay, That thoſe who

His- Sixth Argument is from 'the 
Neceffity of Government, to preſerve 
Human Societies : For if God will pre- 
ſerve Human Societies, we muſt conclude, 
That when be removes one 
the Throne , be gives bis authority 10 
him, whom be places there ; for without 
— Human Societies muſt -diſ- 

nd 


Heſuppoſes here, that every thing 
is juſt, which is necefſary to the pre- 
fervation of Human Societies > nay, 
that God empowers and requires Men 
to do every thing, that is neceſſary in 
order to that End, Which is true , 
if it be meant of —_ in General, 
becauſe nothing that is ſinful, and de- 
rogatory from Authority, can really 
tend to the Peace and Preſervation of 
Mankind, For though ſuch Praftices 
may give ſome ſort of Eaſe and Pro- 
tetion to particular Societies for ſome 
Time, ina particular Caſe 3 yet this 
is accidental, and proceeds not from 
the Nature of Things ; and theſe 
PraQtices uſually end in the Deftru- 
Fion or great Calamity of ſuch Soci- 
eties: Or, however the Examples 
and the EfteAs are miſchievous, and 
of pernicious Conſequence to Societies 
in general. The Laws therefore of 
God and of Nature are, in General 
Terms, and we have no -Libertyto 
interpret them ſo as to fit them to 
ſome particular Occaſions, and to de- 
rermin, that they do not oblige, when 
they ſeem in ſome particulars, not to 
ſerve the Ends, which they were de- 
figned forz becauſe God foreſaw all 
Inconveniencies and Emmergencies 
whatſoever,and yet he appointed them. 
We are not-to meaſure our Duty from 
the Uſefulneſs of the Prattice of it, in 
particular Caſes, bot from its General 
Uſefulneſs, and God can provide for 
extraordinary Exigencies, 
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King out of * 


"Ba#though God has appointed $0- 
ciety, and will always preſerve Sock 
eties of Men and' Government in th= 
world, ©yetwe have no Afurance that 
hewvill preſerve any patticular Society. 
How-maay Nations do we: rextof in 
Scripture, - which-God - did quite root 
out and deftroy for- their Sins 7 and 
how many other Nations of the World 
have there been beſides, whoſe Memo- 
ries are quite loſt tous? The Sins of 
a Nation may provoke Go1 to deftroy 
it; and therefore it can be no 
Argument that God gives Authority 
to every Uſurper, and commands obe- 
dience to him, left a particular Society 
ſhould be deſtroyed. For God may 
deſign its Deftruftion, and then no ſub- 
miſhon can avail to preſerve it ; or he 
may by other Means, unthought of 
by us, deliver it from DeftruQtion 
though we do not ſubmit. 

God having inſtituted Society, com- 
mands, . by conſequence, every thing 
that isneceflary to Society > but it is 
not neceflary, becauſe Man is a foci- 
able Creature, - and muſt live under 
Government, that any particular Soci- 
ety muſt. always continue, and that 
whatever is done to maintain it, is for 
that reaſon lawful, Self-preſervarion 
is a neceflary Duty, implanted in our 
Nature; but it does not from thence 
follow, that all necefſary Means of 
Self-preſervation is lawful ;” For a Man 
may be obliged not to preſerve him- 
ſelf, but to ſacrifice his Life, when 
the Glory of God, or the wWellfare of 
his Country requires it, Societies in 
lik manner are eſtabliſhed by- God 
himſelf ia the World, and we are oh- 
liged to. the Preſervation of them ; 
but we muft preſerve particular Soci- 
eties only by ſuch Means, as are agree- 
able to the Laws of God, defigned for 
the Benefit of Society in general. To 
endeavour to preſerve any particular 
Society in ſuch a way, as naturally 
tends to the Deftruftion of Society in 
genera!, is to\a(t againſt the Nature 
and Inftitution of Society, and by 
conſequence ſinful, though the imme- 

I diate 


diate AR thould be never ſo beneficial 
to a particular Government. 
Now for SubjeQs to pay Allegiance 
to Kings, and for both Prince and Sub- 
jets to perform their mutual Dutjes to 
each other, as far as they are able, is 
the only Security of Human Society 5 
and to ſay that we owe no Allegiance 
to an abſent Prince, becauſe God will 
have Human Societies preſerved, is to 
ſay, That God will have particular 
Sccieties preſerved by the Violation of 
that, which is the alone Support and 
Security of Society in general, when 
yet we cannot be ſure, whether God 
will have this or that particular Soci- 
ety preſerved, or no. We muſt di- 
ſtinguiſh between the Reaſon of Obe- 
dience fo Governours, and the end of 
it ; The formal Reaſon of Obedience 
is the Ordinance of God, or the Divine 
Authority in him, to whom it is due 
but the End of it is the Good of Soci- 
eties. If the Reaſon of Obedience 
were to be reſolved into the End of it, 
the End would juftifie any means what- 
ſoever by which it could be attained ; 
but fince God, who has propoſed the 
End to ns, has likewiſe directed us to 
the Neans, we muſt make uſe only 
of ſuch means, as he has appointed ; 
and if at any Time they ſhould fail 
of their End, as to any particular So+ 
ciety, we muſt conclude, That God 
has ſome further End to ſerve, and 
that is always beft which he has com- 
manded, not that which for the pre- 
ſent may ſeem more beneficial or expe+ 
dient. For we have an Eye only upon 
one Time, or Place, or Government ; 
but he has an Univerfal Care and Re- 
gard for all Times, Places, Perſons 
and Governments in the World, and 
{es their ſeveral Relations, and De- 
pendences, and Effefts upon one ano- 
ther, and has provided for all Man- 
kind by ſtanding Laws, and has not 
propoſed an End only to them, and 
then lefr them to come at it as they 
can themſelves. 
The Prince's Right and the Subjects 
Allegiance being reciprocal and neccf-

farily ſuppoſing each other ( for if the 
ve a Right to any thing, it 
muſt be to the Subjefts Allegiance ) 
ic is difficult to determine, what may 
be done by SubjeQs for the Preſerva- 
tion of Government, in Caſes of Ne- 
cefſity, when both King and People 
are reduced 'to theſe Circumftances, 
that they lye nnder an Incapacity of 
actually performing thoſe mutual Obli- 
gations 3 and what Obedience to an 
Uſurper may be conſiſtent with the 
Allegiance due to a Rightful Prince ? 
There is ſome Difficulty, 1 ſay, in 
determining preciſely in ſuch Caſes, 
juft how far Subjets may comply, and 
no further. But this is nothing to 
the preſent purpoſe, and ſo I paſs by 
all that the Dottor has ſaid of it, It 
is enough fur me, that the Neceſſity 
of Human Society does not imply , 
That God has transferred the Allegi- 
ance of the Subje&ts to an Uſurper. 
And when all lawful Compliances have 
been made, if the Government be 
ruined,. the Fault muft lye only upon 
the Uſurper and his Party. 

His next Argument is, that theſe P. 43s 
Principles anſwer allthe Ends of Govern- 
ment, both for the Security of the Prince 
and Subjects, becauſe they ſecure the 
Prince in Pofſefſion by putting an end 
r0 all Diſputes of Right and Title, and 
binding bis Subjects 10 bim by Duty and 
Conſcience, and a Reverence of God's Au- 
thority. And they ſecure the Subjefs 
by obliging them not to hazard and 
Ruin themſelves in behalf of the Right- 
ful King, when he is out of the 
Throne. 

To which it may be replyed, That 
there are perhaps no Principles fo il}, 
but they may at ſome Times, and up- 
on ſome Occaſions, give ſome Acci- 
dental Advantage and Security for a 
while ; nor any ſo good as to afford 
a perfe& and abſolute Security _ 
allEvents : But thoſe are the and 
trueft, which give the moſt conſtant 
and laſting Security. Now the Dottor's 
Principles ſeem to be fitced only for Re- 
volutions, and then they teach men -

having God's Authority ; - but there Feinciaes afterwards they expole them 
are many Inconveniences ari to all the Dangers. and. Miſeries of 


them, which more than over- 

this Advantage. ' For they encourage 
Attempts upen the Crowns of Prin- 
ces, 'and expoſe Subjefts to all the 
Miſeries which uſually follow from 
ſuch Attempts , before a thorough 
Settlement, which commoaly isa long 
Time; And after ſuch a Settlement, 
they ſet upa Divine Authority againſt 
a Legal Right, to encounter and fight 
each other, and engage a Nation in a 
war, perhaps for many Ages for 
the Rightful King may wage War for 
the Recovery of his Legal Right, and 
the Uſurper, in Defence of his Poſſcl- 
fory Right, which he holds in Donas 
tion from God ; and both may do this 
with a Conſcience, and the War 
muft be juſt on both ſides, ſo that 
nothing of Law or Equity, but the 
Sword only can decide it.. And be- 
cauſe all that abide in their own Coun- 
try, muſt joyn and afhift the Uſurper 
againſt their Lawful King, he is put 
upon a Neceſſity of relying wholly 
upon Foreign Forces, and npon ſome 
few Subjedts perhaps, That are out of 
their Wits , and will follow him into 
Baniſbment, or venture being hanged at 
Home; and upon theſe Terms, it ever 
the Lawful King return, it muſt be by 
conquering his own Kingdom, for he 
can have no aſſiſtance from his Sub- 
jeas, who muſt all withſtand and 
"oppoſe him to the utmoſt, till he is 
again ſetled in his Government, which 
cannot be but by Conqueſt or Mi- 
Tacle. 

Now theſe Inconveniences are too 
great to be incurred for the ſake of 
that little ' Eaſe and Quiet, which 
may happen frem theſe Principles 
juſt upon the Settlement of an U- 
ſurper, before the Rightful King can 
recruit his Forces, make a Vigo- 


rous Attempt to recover his Throne ; 
for "tis only during that Interval, 
between the lawful King's Defeat, 
and his Reinforcement, that theſe 


a long War, of frequent lavalio 
and of a foreign Conqueſt; and it muſt 
be remembred, chat theſe Principles 
give no ſecurity to. any Princes but 
Uſurpers ; for lawful Kings whea they 
are in their Thrones, are as ſafe with- 
out them ; and when they are diſpol- 
ſelſed, they are not much beholdin 
to ſuch Principles, as will never ful 
ſer them to regain it, but upon the 
moſt uriequal and moft improbable 
Terms in the World, 

Whereas, though that immoveable 
and unalterable Allegiance due only to a4 
Legal Right and Title may expoſe Men 
to Hardſhips and coſt ſome Lives, in 
Times of Rebellion, and Reyolutions, 
yet this is abundantly recompenſed, in 
that it is a conſtant Security at all 
other Times, and will, as much as it 
is poſſible, preyent Revolutions and 
Rebellions, and will make them leſs 
hurtful and miſchievous, when they 
do happen. It is not pretended that 
this Dottrin can give a full and in- 
fallible Security againft all accidental 
Calamities ; but it gives all the Secu- 
rity that the State of this World is 
capable of, and all the Security we 
can have, beſides that of God's Pro- 
vidence, torely on. And we have 
no Reaſon to think that God by his 
Providence transfers the Allegiance 
of Subjefts, but that he will proeteft 
them in the performance of it, 


_ It is obje@M+d, 1, That if this Prin- 
ciple of adhering to Legal Right 
would prevent all Revolutions of Govern- 
ment, it is 4 Demonſtration againſt it, 
that” it is a bad Princip'e, becauſe it 
is againſt God's Prerogative of remow- 
ing Kings and ſetting up Xings. 

2. It ts evident that this Principle 
was either unknown to the World 
fore, or elſe that it cannox prevent the 
Revolitions of Government, 
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A 3 Hine has fob Revoluti _ 

uch Principles as - difobve 
Fac Societies, when ſuch ok tons 
happen, or expoſe the moſt innocent and 
eonſcjentions Men tothe greateſt SufferIngs, 
without ſerving any 200d End,cannot be true 


1. | anſwer, Though it be God's 
Prerogative to ſet up, and to re- 
move Kings 3; yet we can at no time 
know without a Revelation that it 
is his Pleaſure to do it, as to this 
or that King in particular: And 
therefore while the Legal Right re- 
mains, we may not conclude that he 
has transferred our Allegiance. And 
thoſe who are. of Opinion, that God 
is now pleaſed to depoſe and ſet up 
Kings in ſuch a manner only, as is 
conhiſtent with human Right aad Ju- 
ftice, derogate no more from God's 
Sovereign Prerogative, than thole, who 
believe, that he has no reſpc& to hu- 
man Laws in the diſpoſal of King:oms, 
For the difference between them is 
not concerning God's Power ; which 
both equally acknowledge, but con- 
cerning his Will only, whether he is 
now pleaſed to att according to the 
Abſoluteneſs of his Power, and not 
rather with regard to the Laws of 
Men; fince we have no way to know, 
when he has transferred any King- 


dom, but by the Conſtitution of it, 


or by Revelation. 


2. That this Principle was, and is 
ſtill known to the World, is evident, 
elſe why ſhould the Doftor ſay, That 
his Scheme of Government may ſtartle ſome 
Men at firſt, before they bave well con- 
fidered tt ? His Notion conld ſtartle 
no Body, if the contrary to it were 
unknown; it is indeed fo well known, 
that the Dofor's Principle is new to 
himſelf, and he informs us, that he 
could not have got over the Difficul- 
tics, thatlie againft it, if the Convo- 


. Cation had not freed him from his Pre» 


judices, and given him a Liberty of 
thinking. But it does not follow that 
every Duty, which js known, is pra«- 


Qiſed.  Nor-is- it pretended, That 
this Principle will prevent all Revolu- 
tions 5 it is ſbfficient that it will pre- 
vent them as far as it is poſſible for 
them to be prevented. - And this Di- 
lemma: will co as good Execution a- 
gainſt any other Opinion that can be 
named, as againſt this; for all pre- 
tend that their own Notions are the 
beſt Security againſt the Miſchiefs , 
which they charge upon others, and 
therefore all may - argue in the ſame 
manner againſt any Opinion whatſoe- 
ver that iscontrary to their own ; This 
Principle was unknown to the World before, 
or elſe this Principle cannot prevent Rebel- 
lion 5 it was unknown, or it cannot 
prevent Hereſies, or Schiſms, &c. 
And the Conſequence of this is, That 
either this way of arguing is to no 
purpoſe, becauſe it will ferve all Cau- 
ſes alike, tho' they be Contradittions 
to each other, or that there is' no 
true Principle in the World. But the 
plain Truth is, no Man ever pretend- 
ed toan Infallible Remedy to prevent 
all- the Miſchiefs of any kind; the 
Quack, in Phyſick, and of the Church 
of Rome itſelf, never pretend that their 
Dire&'ons will work infallible Cures, 
unleſs they be followed as well as 
known. This Principle would go 
very far towards the hindring of all 
Revolutions ( but ſuch as God by his 
Appointment and Command would 
have ſubmitted to) if it were pratti- 
ſed, and, as things are now, it is the 
beſt Remedy againſt them. 


3. But if the bare Knowledg of 
this Principle will not prevent Re- 
volutions, or if Revolutions can- 
not be prevented at all; it does 
not from thence follow, That ſuch an 
immoveable and unalter able Allegiance, as 
is due only 108 Legal Right and Title will 
diſſolve Human Societies, when ſuch 
Revolutions happen. Our preſent 
Experience teaches the contrary ; for 
the Diſtinftion between the Divine 
Authority and theLegal Right of Kings 
in Oppolition to each other, is news 

to 
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almoſt the. whole- Nation, ſome 

ing upon one Principle and ſome 
upon another, but all generally ſuppo- 
ſing God's Authority , and the Legal 
Right to be in the ſame Perſon. Ee- 
ſides, the Government muſt be, at leaſt 
in ſome Meaſure, ſetled , before the 
D. Ror's Principle can take Place, ' or 
be of any uſe; and if the Government 
may b2 ſetled without it, I fee no 
Reaſon, why it may not continue with- 
out it. For how comes that to be 
neceſſary to the being of Human Soci- 
ety, which is not neceflary to the eſta». 
bliſhment of Government, but exerts 
itſelf by ſeveral Steps and Degrees in 
Proportion to the Degrees of its 
Settlement, and never is of full Force 
aadEfficacy till a thorough Settlement? 

But our Principle expoſes. the moft 
Innocent and Conſcientious Men to _ 
ings, without ſerving anygood End by 
It muſt be confefled, That thole Men 
muſt be expoſed to Sufferings, who can 
neither be ſatisfied that the Legal Right 
is transferred, nor be perſuaded that 
they may ſubje& themſelves to the Pol- 
ſeſſor of the Crown, unleſs he had a 
Legal Rizht: But then this is not 
without ſerving any _ End; for 
they ſerve the Ends 0 nag and Fi- 
delity to the Rightful King , and a@ 
upon ſuch Principles as are the ſupport 
and preſcrvation of Human Society , 
tho the Praftice of them may ſome- 
times bring Accidental Inconveniences 
upon particular Perſons and Govern- 
ments, which can ever fall out but in 
extraordinary Caſes,that no Principles 
can effetually provide againſt : And 
God can ſupport Men under their Suf- 
fcrings, or deliver them out of them, 
without their Infringement of Legal 
Rights, or ating againſt the Nature 
and Order of Society in General, to 
ſerve ſome particular occaſions and 
Exigencies. 

The DoQtor's Argument from the 
Nature of Human Society, by, which 


he would prove, That the Safety and ; 


Preſervation of a Nation is to be pre- 
ferred before tae King's Right, is 


wounded upon the Suppoſition above 
1 53 That any thing is lawful 
which is neceflary for the Preſervation 
of particular Societies z which proving 
a falſe Principle, his Argument can 
be of no Force. For that Allegiance 
is due to all Rightful Kings, is a Max- 
im which concerns Society in general, 
without which noGovernment can long 
ſubſiſt ; and therefore if the Good of 
Society in General be to be preferred 
before the Good of any particular Go- 
vernment, tho this ſhou'd be prefer» 
able to the King's Right, the Conſe-- 
uence would fail, becauſe the neas(- 
ary Relation and Conneftion between 
Allegiance and Sovereignty is fonnded 
in the Nature of Sovereignty itſelf, 
not in the Being or Conftitution of 
any particular Kingdom; and the Obe- 
dience of Snbjes muſt be fixed and 
permanent , not variable with the 
Changes and Interefts in the State of 
Afﬀairs, which could make all Govern- 
ment uncertain and precapious, and 
would leave every Subje& at Liberty 
to pay. or with-hold his Allegiance, 
when he thought fit, if the Intereſt 
of the Government, and not the Laws 
of it were to be the Rule of his Obe- 
dience, And where ſhould we ſtop ? 
Or whither would not this Argument 
carry us ? For if we may withdraw 
our Allegiance from the King, becauſe 
his Right is not of equal Value with 
the Safety of all his Subjefts, then for 
the ſame Reaſon we may rebel againſt 
him, or we may kill him, whenever we 
will ſuppoſe, That this fingle Life and 
Fortunes come into competition with 
thoſe of the whole Nation. But this 
Argument has been often on . 
gainſt the Dottrin of Non-Reſiftance, 
and as often confuted. And if it were 
true, it would nor prove that Uſurpers- 
are ſet up by God, but by the People: 
Far if God ſets them up, Ohedience is 
due to them for the Sake of his Autho- 
rity, , not upon theſe Conſiderations, 
which. can only ſerve for Motives to 
the People to ſet them up, and are no 
Proof that God has done it. For we 
may 
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may ſuppoſe the Uſurper, in ſion 
of the Throne, to be ſo Lap ty- 
rannical, that the People have no way 
to provide for their own Safety, but by 
depoſing him, which, if God have gi- 
ven him his Authority, it is ſinful tor 
them to do; but, if this Argument 


be true, it is a Duty: $0 that this 


Argument, ifit prove any thing, muft 
prove either that Kings are not God's 
-Qrdinance, or that God's Ordinance 
may be reſiſted for the Publick Good 3 
but Evil is never to be done, tho the 
greateſt Good may come by it ; and 
Obedience is due not to Conveniency 
but to Law; and the Laws of God and 
Nature have reſpect not to any Society 
in particular, but to Society in Gene- 
ral, and to particular Societies only ſo 
far as their Preſervation may be con- 
ſiſtent with the Welfare of Society in 
general. 

The Objeftion which he makes a. 
gainft his own Dottrin is much more to 
the purpoſe, and deſerves to be conſt- 
dered. He objeQs to himſelf, That 
This will equally ſerve all Revolutions of 
Government, ' whatever they be, and upon 
theſe Principles we might ſubmit and ſwear 
to 4 Reomp Parliament, or 10 another Pro- 
reflor, or 10 4 Commines of Safety, or 
whatever elſe you pleaſe. 

The DoRor is pleaſed to ſay, That 
this is 4 great Prejudice,but no Argument; 
but it is very ftrange that a Man who 
has built his whole Doftrin upon the 
Authority of a Convocation, and durft 
never have aſſerted it, if it had not 
been for that Venerable Authority, ſhould 
_ nowrejct the Prattice of the whole 
Church of England at that time, and 
the Judgmentof it both then, and eyer 
ſince, as no Argument, no Obje#Fion, but 
only 4 great Prejudice ; I muſt take 
Leave to ſay, as the Door does of the 
Senſe of the Convocation, that this is 
a good Argument from Authority, and &s 
£o0d Authority 4s cen be urged to the Mem- 
bers of the Church of England ; for if ſo 
many Years Suffering, and the great 
Veneration, allGood Men have for 
J1ocxcellent Examples to this very Day, 


canton deelore the Fudgment of the Ebyreh 
of England, I know nos e Ky 4. 
learn it. 

Bnt he anſwers, There is 4 vaſt Dif- 
ference between theſe two Caſes ; which is 
granted, or elſe the ObjeRion would 
be needleſs, or none at all; But if 
nowtithftanding the circumſtantial Dif- 
ference between them, they be both 
through Setlements, it is unanſwerable, 
for we are concerned to conſider none 
of thoſe other Differences, which he 
reckons up, but only this of the Settle- 
ment of that Uſurpation, the Queſtion 
being not about any particular manner 
of Settlement , but in general of a 
thorough Settlemem, And the Doftor 
muſt fay, according to his Principles, 
and the whole Tenour of all the reft 
of his Book, that the moſt illegal and 
unnatural Uſurpers, who have mur- 
thered the beft of Kings, and excluded 
the right Heir, who have overthrown 
both Church and State, and have nei- 
ther National Conſent nor any other 
Pretence of Right but the Sword, yet 
if they can once ſettle themſelves in 
their Injuſtice and Violence to- the ut- 
ter Ruine of Church and State, not» * 
withſtanding all this, have God's Au» 
thority as much as Saxl or David ever 
had: And if the ancient Government 
be deftroyed, and another erefted in 
its Room, this is ſtill the greater Evi» 
dence, that they have God's Autho- 
rity, becauſe it is the fuller Proof of -a 
thorough Settlement. But if all thoſe 
Ferms and Conditions are required, 
which the Dottor remarks were want- 
ing in the late Uſurpations, the Provi- 
dence of God wilt be confined and li- 
mited almoſt as much, as he complains 
it will be, by maintaining a Legal 
Right, For, how can God ſet over 
Kingdoms the baſeft, themoſt unwor- 
thy and wicked Men, who will have go 
regard to Forms of Law and Goverh- 
ment;, if the Fundamental Laws of a 
Nation can put any Bar to his Power? 
and if they can, is not the Legal Right 
of the King a Fundamental Law, and 
the principal too of thoſe Laws? No- 
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ehing then can make a difference be- 


- tween one Uſurper and an other, as 


to. this matter ; if both have a Tho- 
rough Settlement, their Authority 

be the ſame, and the Duty of 
$ubjefts the ſame, to yield ancntire 
Allegiance to.them. 

e only thing therefore to be con- 
fidered is, whether there were ſuch a 
Thorough Senlement, as the DoQtor 
maintains, does infer Gods Authority, 
in thoſe Uſurpations, And- the Do- 
or himſelf has determined the point : 
For, ſays he, no Man could have fore- 
ſeen bow King Charles II. ſhould have 
returned, who hal « powerful Army againſt 
bim ; all the Plots and Conſpiraces of the 
Royal Party were vain, and bad no other 
effet but to bring ſome worthy and gal- 
lant Men to an unhappy end ; but what 
they could nor do, God did without them, 
And when it was impoſſible to fore- 
ſee, that King Charles could ever re- 
turn, when all human endeavours pro- 
ved in vain and to his diſadvantage, 
whenGod alone could by his Providence 
reftore him, this certainly was as full 
a Settlement of the Party, which kept 
him out of his Kingdom, as can be 
imagined : For if that be not ſetled, 
which God only can diſplace, there can 
be no ſuch thing as a Settlement in the 
World. 

But there were many alterations and 
changes of Government in thoſe times: 
It is plain that their Government was ne- 
ver ſeiled ;, it was frequently changed aud 
modelled , which was no Argument 
Settlement, and which was more 1þan that, 
they bad not 4 National Conſent and $u5- 
miſt. Men who were forced ſubmined 
to force, but the Nation did not by any 
Nitional 4% ever own them. Yet when 
all thoſe changes conduced nothing at” 
all to the Kings Intereft, but on the 
contrary were all fixed and centred in 
this, that he ſhould not be ſuffered to 
return, this might be interpreted ra- 
ther to ſignifie, that God had determi- 
red, he ſhonld never be reftored ; be- 
cauſe tho' they quarrelled amongft 
themſelves, and their Frames of Go- 


vernment ſo often fell” to pieces, -yet 
ſill new Models were inſt 
him, to ſet him at a further dilance 
from the Throne. 

And Oliver Gramwel at leaft was et+ 
led ; for he was made Protedor in the 
year, 1653, and from that time till 
his Death exerciſed all the Power-of a 
King: He had brough the Three King- 
doms to an entire ſubjettion ſo as to 
be able to cruſh thoſe who would nor ſub- 
mit, whenever be pleaſed, which is the 
deſcription the Dodtor gives of a Tho- 
rough Settlement, all th? Bordering, 
Nations feared his Power, or ſought 
his Friendſhip, and he had a full agd 
uninterrupted Poſſeſſion for the ſpace 
of five years. It was the common 
Theme of his Flatterers and of all the 
Enthuſiaſts of thoſe times, That God had 
raiſed him up, and they. had certaialy 
been in the Right, it any Uſueper, 
from a bare fon of Power, can 
claim by Authority from God in pre- 
judice of the Rightful King. 

As for what he adds to make this 
Caſe Parallel with that of the Jews un- 
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der Antiochas Epipharas, it has been al- ' 


ready ſhewn that that was a quite con- 
trary Caſe, For if the Jews had made 
a National Submiſffon to Antiochus, they 
had injured no Body, nor excluded a+ 
ny Right Heir by it : But a National 
Conſent in this caſe cauld have been 
of no force whilſt King Charles the 
Second , or any of the Royal Family 
had been alive. And by the Dofors: 


of Principles the Authority of Kings de- 


pends not upon any Conſent of Men 
whatſoever, but folely and purely up- 
on the will of God, who puts an Uſur- 
per in full Power and Poſſeſſion of any 
Kingdom. If therefore God's Autho- 
rity remained in King Cherles, a Nati- 
onal Conſent could not have taken it 
away ; if it did not remain, it muft 
be in-Cromwel without any National 
Conſent. 

But a National Conſent would have 
been an Evidence of a Thorough Set- 
tlement :- It would ſv; but this does 
not infer that no other evidence _ 
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that d5114 ſuffice. The Doftor often 
:fays, that by what way or means [o- 
-CVer an 
ſciſed of the Supreme Power, he has 
God's'Authourity. * Sothata National 
*Conſent-and Submiſhon may be the 
[more regular and orderty .way 4 but if 
an Uſurper come tothe Throne againſt 
the "Conſent both of King and Subjetts 
and ſettle himſelf upon the Ruins bath 
of the Kings Rights and the Snhjefts 
Liberties, this is no prejudice to the 
Title he receives from God, For if 
the Sovereign Authority be obtained 
tho'by the deftruftion of the Govern- 
ment- and the deſolation of the whole 
Kingdom, againſt all Laws both of 
God and Man, when it is once acqui- 
red, it is by theſe Princip'es as much 
the Ordinance of God, as if he had 
ſucceeded as next Heir, or had been 
nominated by-God himſelf, and were 
the beſt and moſt Rightful King, for 
all Kings are Rightful with reſpe# to 
God. | 
T have now conſidered all that con- 
cerns the point in Queſtion in the Do- 
Qok's Book, the reſt concerns the Obe- 
dience to a King de Fafo by the Laws 
-of *England, not_ as he is Gods Vice- 
gerent, and inveſted with his Autho- 
rity. But before I diſmiſs this Quefti- 
on, 1 ſhall ſhew that it was the conftant 
Prafice of the Primitive Chriftians to 
adhere to that Emperour, who had 
the Legal Title and that they did 
nut look upon the Uſurpers, or, in 
the language of thoſe times the Ty- 
rants, who were ſet up againft them, 
to haveany Authority or Approbation 
from God, tho' ſometimes their Pow- 
er and the extent of their Dominions 
equaled, if not exceeded that of the 
-Righrful Emperour. 
The firft Inftance, I give, ſhall be 
that of the Chriftians, that lived under 
'the Jews before they were ſubdued by 
Adrian, The Jews had made one Co- 
chebas their King , who, it is faid, 
reigned above thirty years over them ; 
- *this iscertain they were a moſt dange- 
.rous Enemy to the Romans for about 


\Yſurper becomes fully poſ-. 


-twenty years inthe Emperonrs Reign.

void ab initioand of no effe. For if 
God had empowered them to at asEm- 
perours againft the ſtanding Laws and 
Conftitutions of the Empire, he had 
zuthorized them to give out Editts and 
Decrees, which muft have been as 0b- 
ligatory in Conſcience, as thoſe of the 
Lawful Emperours themfelves, and 
whatever they wanted of the Forma- 
lity of Law,. ought to. have been ſup- 
plyed by the Lawful Etperours, and 
not a!l their Att to have been decla- 
red invalid, and never to haye been 
of any Authority or Obligation.
